New State Auditor Michael J. 
Howlett (Dem.) said he also has 


been apprised of operations in | 
the Welfare Department under |

the door wide open for embez- 
zlement.” Howlett. said “it is 
highly possible’’ that private 
funds donated to the Welfare 
Department had been put to uses 
other than those for which they 
were intended. 


Seeks Legislation. 


Howlett said he will ask Gov. 
Otto Kerner to seek legislation 
that will provide the same safe- 
guards for privately donated 
funds that now exist for funds 
collected through taxes. 

Investigation by the Post-Dis- 
patch showed that the nature of 
the funds deposited to the credit 
of the Department of Welfare 
was not always clarified in audit 
reports made annually by the 
State Auditor’s office. Individual 
deposits, some of which exceed 
$100,000, were listed variously as 
‘commissary funds, patients’ 
‘trust funds, amusement funds, 
superintendent’s trust funds and 
bequest funds,” deposited in the 
names of ‘institutions under the 
. Department of Welfare. 

Dr. Bettag, who is still on the 
‘state payroll in a $20, 000-a-year 
civil service post from which he 
will resign Feb, 13, could not be 
reached for comment. He was 
reported to be at Chicago State | 
Hospital but could not be reached 
there. 

Dr. Gerty, a psychiatrist who | 
was confirmed yesterday by the 
Senate told the Post-Dispatch he | 
is ‘‘embarrassed” because he 
has no exact knowledge of how 
many different funds there are 
and how much money is de- 
posited, -even though he has 
over-all custody and could be 
held. accountable. 


Asks for Accounting. 


Dr. Gerty said he has in- 
structed his deputy director, 
Edward F. Merten, to give him 
a. detailed accounting, including 
vouchers for withdrawals miade 
during Dr. Bettag’s administra- 
tion, He said Merten has pre- 
pared a nymber of reports and 
is gathering additional material.

The boycott charge was made 
by a Duggan associate, Coun- 
cilman Thomas D. Alwood, who 
said he and other Ferguson 
business men were “under a 
silent boycott of the Citizens 
Committee because we dare to 
stand up and be counted.” He 
recently opened a restaurant. 


Frank R. Wyatt Jr., president 
of the Ferguson Chamber of 
Commerce, said several business 
men told him they had lost cus- 
tomers who were members of 
the committee. He added he had 
been told that “10 or 12” com- 
mittee members had informed

The two boys, Gregory, 9 years 
old, and Michael, 8, entered Mc- 
Donogh No. 19 yesterday under 
the watchful but silent protests 
of white parents boycotting the 
school. 

About 30 persons, mostly wom- 
en, gathered at the school, but 
looked on silently as the two 
Thompson boys entered escorted 
by United States deputy mar- 
shals. The group said nothing 
when the three Negro girls at- 
tending the school arrived a few 
minutes later. 

Thompson defied the 10-week- 
old boycott for the first time 
last Friday by sending Gregory 
to McDonogh. 

Thompson said he intended to 
send -Michael to the school as 
soon as the boy got over a cold. 
Yesterday, Michael tagged be- 
hind his older brother into the 
door. 

At William Frantz, the other 
public school desegregated by 
federal order Nov. 14, ten white 
children attended yesterday 
along with the one Negro girl.

Gain for Responsibility 


The House of Representatives bowed to a 
new President and an old Speaker in enlarg- 
ing its Rules Committee. It was a nod of the 
head rather than a bow from the waist. which 
President Kennedy and Speaker Rayburn got, 
for the motion was carried by only five votes, 
217 to 212, and the six non-voters were even- 
ly divided. Nevertheless it was adecisive vic- 
tory for the new Administration in its first 
test, and a victory for majority responsibility. 

Membership of the Rules Committee, which 
under Chairman Smith of Virginia often 
abused its authority by refusing to send bills 
to the floor for a vote, now will be increased 
from 12 to 15. The additional votes are ex- 
pected to break the 6-to-6 deadlock, achieved 
by a coalition of four Republicans and two 
Southern Democrats, by which this legislative 
roadblock has been maintained. It is hoped 
that henceforth Administration bills will be 
sent to the floor by at least 8 to 7. Much 
will depend, of course, on the two new mem- 
bers to be named by the Democrats. 

The narrowness of the vote and the bitter- 
ness with which the proposal was attacked as 
a “packing scheme,” however, suggest that 
the President may find Congress anything 
but a rubber stamp. It is clear that Capitol 
Hill still is on the fringe of the New Frontier. 
Despite tact, prestige and patronage, Mr. Ken- 
nedy apparently has not yet deeply infected 
Congress with his desire for a bold and vig- 
orous forward surge. 

Important committees still are ruled by 
men who find it easier to say “No” than to 
toil over constructive legislation. While this 
mood persists, the President may ask less of 
Cengress than he would like. The member- 
ship as a whole, however, is more likely to 
side with him than are the masters of the 
committee rooms. And Tuesday’s vote should 
mean that more legislation will stand or fall 
by the fair test of majority rule. 

It is regrettable that only 22 Republicans 
voted to curb the Rules Committee while 148 
voted against rules liberalization. Each of 
those 148 votes really was a vote against con- 
gressional responsibility, a vote against allow- 
lowing matters of interest to the people to 
be decided by all the representatives of the 
people. 

To his credit, Representative Curtis of Web- 
ster Groves was among the Republicans, most- 
ly from the more populous states, who voted 
for the change. In fact, only two Missourians 
voted No—Representative Hall, Springfield, 
Republican, and Representative Jones, Ken- 
nett, Democrat. So Missouri may be proud 
of its delegation. 

+ * * 

With the possible exception of Jones, the 
Democrats who voted against the change—64 
in all—are from the South. While they set 
themselves against the 195 Democrats who 
favored it, their action is understandable. 
Despite party affiliation, they really form a 
congressional splinter group, and so are anx- 
ious to maintain. any parliamentary device 
for frustrating the majority. They rarely 
have made any bones about that. The Re- 
publican party, on the other hand, does not 
have. even this color of justification for at- 
tempting to block the democratic process. It 
drew the party line for the sake of partisan- 
ship, to oppose the President and to plunge 
the Speaker into what would have been a 
personal disaster. 

Fortunately, the oppositionists did not suc- 
ceed. Perhaps their attempt made their role 
more clear to the nation. And this may yet 
help the President, through appeals to the 
nation, to communicate something of his 
mood to Congress. : 


A Month of Quiet Visits 

February is to be a month of semi-sum- 
mitry, of meetings of European heads of state 
which, as a matter of fact, got under way 
with Prime Minister Macmillan’s weekend 
visit to President De Gaulle. Next week 
Chancellor Adenauer is going to Paris, and he 
is expected in London before the month’s end. 

These visitings back and forth are prelim- 
inaries to trips to Washington planned by the 
European Big Three. Naturally, they want 
to talk with the new President. Mr. Khrush- 
chev wants to see him, too. : 

No leaks*from authoritative sources are 
necessary to know what is up for discussion. 
The Europeans obviously are interested in 
Mr. Kennedy’s views on such specific aspects 
of the cold war as Laos and Cuba. The Euro- 
peans are bound to review relations between 
the Six of the Common Market and the Seven 
of the Free Trade group, especially as the Six 
are ready to move toward political integration. 

The talks, however, will more nearly fit 
into the “quiet diplomacy” which President 
Kennedy and Secretary of State Rusk have 
decided to try than into the old Summit pat- 
tern under which the heads of state were 
supposed to settle the most difficult issues, 
but did not. | 

Clarification and understanding are the 
prime objectives. These are necessary, espe- 
cially if any headway is to be made with Mr. 
K. who, incidentally, no longer will be in- 
hibited by the U-2 affair and similar obstacles 
in his relations with the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. 

The conversations, however, should not un- 
duly raise hopes or deepen disappointments. 
Their purpose is not negotiation, That is to 
be carried on by the diplomats. Yet for this 
work the conversations may well provide an 
improved atmosphere. 


NATO Needs a New Leader 

It may be more difficult to tighten the 
fraying bonds of NATO now that Paul-Henri 
Spaak has resigned as Secretary-General. A 
firm believer in a united Europe and an inte- 
grated West, he steadily urged the strength- 
ening of NATO by making it a forum for po- 
litical and economic consultations as well as 
a military alliance. _He has been frustrated in 
the last few years ‘by a lack of ardor in its 
members, especially by De Gaulle’s eagerness 
to do away with its integrated command and 
revert to a loose system of national military 
forces. | 

This discouragement probably contributed 
to Spaak’s decision, but its more immediate 
cause Was the plight of the Belgian Socialists 
after their protracted political strike. If they 
are to achieve more of their goals, they will 
‘have to do so by a victory in the elections 
expected in April, As the head of Belgium’s 
first Socialist party in 1938 and as one of 
the country’s most popular statesmen, Spaak 
seems to his partisans the ideal man to head 
their ticket. 

What may become Belgium’s gain, however, 


surely will be NATO’S 1088S unless ne 1s suc- 


ceeded by,a man at least equally devoted to 
the Western alliance. There are such men, 
but there is no certainty that one of them 
will be chosen in view of the indifference 


which prevailed at the December NATO 


meeting. 

That was caused in part by the fact that 
President Eisenhower was about to retire and 
President Kennedy had not yet entered the 
White House. American, leadership is all im- 
portant, and while the President hardly can 
be happy about having this problem added 
to his burdens so soon, he will have to do 
what he can for the sake of Western security. 


Not All for Autos 


On the theory that parks are as important 
as streets, especially when a city has fewer 
parks than streets, the City Plan Commission 
ought to modify its proposed new major street 
plan as it affects the center of Forest Park. 

The state already intends to use more acre- 
age from Forest Park on its sottthern and 
eastern edges for the Boone route widening 
and Kinghshighway straightening and inter- 
change. The city is cutting into the northern 
edge of the park for a local expressway. Yet 
the Plan Commission now suggests linking 
Union boulevard and Hampton avenue through 
the middle of the park. 

Has not Forest Park suffered enough for 
the automobile? Would the proposed north- 
south link really relieve park traffic, or 
would it divide the park into two parks? 
Though the commission plan is only advisory, 
is it advisable when. the Kingshighway 
straightening will provide a north-south route 
only a few blocks eastward? 

Myer Ableman, the state’s urban highway 
engineer, said as a private citizen that when 
“parks get in the way of highways, we have 
to go through them.” Mr. Ableman’s hard 
work as a public spokesman might have 
warne@ him against rash private speaking. 
His statement could easily be turned around. 
We wonder how St. Louisans would decide 
between paving Forest Park with more ce- 
ment or planting several streets with trees. 

The automobile does not yet dictate all 
facets of urban living, and it is the City Plan 
Commission’s responsibility to guard a bal- 
anced use of our city’s assets. Of these, di- 
minishing park space certainly must ‘com- 
mand some priority.

Light on the Lebbies . 


Lobbies, often called the third house of 
government, are so powerful but so hidden 
from public view that 31 states now require 
registration of lobbyists, as today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion article reports.. The new Mis- 
souri Legislature already has received several 
bills to control lobbies by making their work 
public. One by Senator Earl R. Blackwell 
of Hillsboro is copied after Wisconsin’s law, 
the strictest in the nation. : 

Yet controlling lobbies is only one side of 
the code of official conduct recommended by 
Gov. Dalton. The other side is control of 
public officials, by restricting their acceptance 
of gifts and favors in connection with legisla- 
tion or other state business...This is the sort 
of legislation which has proved most difficult 


to pass, though even lobby laws have not re- © 


ceived much attention in Jefferson City in 
the past. One set of controls complements the 
other, however. Missouri should have both. 


Chimp in Space 
Successful as the space ride of a 37-pound

Even 
in orbital flight the’ astronaut will do little 
but sit and record. After that will come the 
major project, Dyna-Soar, in which man will 
be put into space for a reason other than to 
see if he can survive and function. He will 
guide his rocket-powered craft in controlled 
orbits about 1967 if all goes well. 
_ The conquest of space, some social scien- 
tists say, could prove to be William James’s 
“moral equivalent” of war. As the House 
Committee on Astronautits said in its recent 
report, Space conquest can. substitute for 
“certain material and psychological needs 
usually supplied through war. The absorp- 
tion of energies, resources,"imagination and 
aggressiveness in pursuit of the space ad- 
venture may become “an effective way . of 
maintaining peace.” :

His duties 
vary, but consider the techniques of a 
major lobbyist Sacramento, who, 
to avoid .the publicity which he con- 
siders harmful to his trade, shall be 
called Mr. Jones. . 

Mr. Jones prefers to work with the 
smallest number of lawmakers possi- 
ble. He may try first to head off a 
bill with a trip to the original -spon- 
sor. If that doesn’t work, he tries a 
committee. And if the bill is cleared 
from there, he tackles the Senate, 
since it is the smaller of the two 
chambers. | 

Mr. Jones freely admits to the use 
of “friendship” to influence legisla- 
tion. “Something like 75 per cent of 
my expenditures are on luncheons, din- 
ners and the like,” he says. Mean-

Although lawmakers may deplore 
the fast growth in the number of lob- 
byists, few would like to see them all 
disappear. To many lawmakers, the 
technical aid of lobbyists is valuable. 
Lacking large office staffs, unfamiliar 
with the many complexities of tax and 
labor law, the lawmakers openly ac- 
cept lobbyists’ help. 


But lobbyists’ activities often go be-. 
yond technical aid. According to leg- 
islators, a lobbyist here may push his 
proposal by buying charcoal broiled 
steaks at Frank Fat’s, a popular res- _ , 
taurant a few blocks from the Capitol, — ' 
or im some cases even by offering 
cash bribes, or by applying a little 
political coercion. 

There are above-board pressures, too. 
The California Teachers Association 
uses one brand which many a legisla- 
tor says is as powerful as any: In a 
‘legislative letter’ widely read by 
teacherg,and school officials through- 
out state the association publishes 
a weekly ‘‘profile’’ on various legisla- 
tors. “If the association lets every 
teacher in the state know you’ve come . 
out against something as sacred a 
good schools you’ve got an uphill ' 
fight on your hands to win the nex€ :

We have begun to understand that 
ihnovations need not be accidental and 
sporadic as they were in the past.

dustry and government now make reg- 
ular provision for the occurrence of 
new and unpredictable development. 
This process is just beginning. 

Silk finds that this research revolu- 
tion seems to be a qualitative change 


in the economy—one which holds the 
same importance to future growth as 


the development of the concept of 


capital investment itself did during the 
past two centuries. 

The author is very optimistic about 
the promise of systematized innova- 
tion. The coming together in our time | 
of new ideas in so many fields, new 
materials, new tools of measurement : 
and observation, new calculating de- 
vices, new instruments of communica- 
tion, new sources of power, new infor- 
mation systems, new organizational 
schemes — all this is producing the 
most powerful thrust we have ever 
known. 

The obvious conclusion is that the 
qualities of the people determine a na- 
tion’s growth and power. Long term 
growth depends on the seed beds of 
American talent, our schools and col- 


_ leges, the universities and laboratories. 


Greater imagination needs to be shown 
to find our most able people while 
they are still young, develop their 
abilities, and provide employment, 
scope and challenge for their talents. 

The conclusion that only people can 
bring about a research revolution, will 
be recognized by many readers as not 
new. Silk, however, has made a very, 
eloquent and well documented case in 
a most readable book. It should prove 
stimulating and thought-provoking to 
all those who sometimes feel uneasy.

Celtics Do It Again; Hawks Find Many Reasons for 109-103 Loss

The steam in the Hawks’ dress- 
ing room is usually confined to 
the shower stalls, but after last 
night’s 109-103 loss to the Boston 
Celtics there were few players 
who weren’t boiling.

Bob Pettit and Cliff Hagan 
were seen arguing with Toff on

Such preoc- 
cupation with the referee no 
doubt contributed to the general 
lack of sharpness shown by the 
Hawks in the later stages of the 
game. 

Coach Paul Seymour was un- 
willing to comment on the of- 
ficiating. 

“Don’t quote me,” said Sey- 
mour, with only half of a smile. 
“TI have enough troubles. And 
enough fines.”’ 

The Hawks weren't angry at 
any particular decision by Toff. 
They did feel, though, that he 
was too aware of the bumps suf- 
fered by Boston players, while 
ignoring the Celtics when they 
were dishing it out under the 
boards. 

Lennie Wilkens, while having 
a tender area near his shoulder 
rubbed by trainer Bernie Ebert, 
said, “This happened when I 
got an elbow thrown at me, 
Toff was about four feet away, 
looking in my direction, but I 
guess he didn’t see it.

The names of city streets are 
usually prosaic but there is 
nothing commonplace in the 
naming of watercourse ex- 
panses. On occasion a stream 
stretch may bear the name of 


the landowner or an early set- | 


tler, but generally the name 
fits the mood of the river at 
that particular spot or relates 


to some incident that occurred | 
while the waterways were still | 
the only highway of the early | 


pioneer. 


Black river is replete with 
such names, “We are coming 
to Screw Auger,” the river 
guide tells the fishermen as 
they float the stretch between 
Williamsville and Hendrickson. 
Here the river turns and twists 
much like the carpenter’s tool 
from which the stretch derived 
its name. Double’ Trouble 
means just that. If there were 
a highway sign to warn the 
floating angler, it would bear

In the 1860s and 70s the Iron 
Mountain (now the Missouri 
Pacific) pushed across. the 
western part of Wayne county, 
from north to south, and into 
Butler county, and in so doing 
paralleled a portion of Black 
river extending from Leeper 
to Poplar Bluff. In this rail- 
toad-river stretch of water it 
was possible to float and fish 
for a week or for a single day. 


Boats were loaded on flat 
cars or in “empties” by the 
train crew and hauled for a 
very nominal “tip” to the 
anglers’ desired destination. 
Leeper, Mill Spring, Williams- 
ville, Hendrickson, Hilliard 
and Poplar Bluff were served 
by the railroad, and all of 
these towns were on or adja- 
cent to this famous fishing 
stream. 

The upper portion of Black 
river in Reynolds and Wayne 
counties in the early days was 
teeming with smallmouth bass. 
One of the favorite floats was 
from Riverside to Bre ~ ¥ord. 
It was a short day’: but 
extremely productive. -.e up- 
per river was ideal habitat for 
these husky fighters, and it 
was not uncommon for two 
floating fishermen to take as 
many as 50 bass that would 
weigh in the aggregate close 
to 100 pounds. 


Black, Then White 


There are no rivers in the 
state as varied in their water- 
courses as that of the Black. 
Up in the rugged hills of Iron 
and Reynolds counties many 
smal] streams course their 
wild ways to a junction of 
waters. As they are fed by 
the numerous springs they in- 
crease in size, become three 
forks and then one’ stream. 
Once formed, the Black river 
flows south some 300 miles, 
with Current river finally form- 
ing a tributary, and joins the 
White near Newport, Ark. 

In the meandering of the 
stream it completely changes 
its character and its nature. 
In the hills of Reynolds and 
Wayne it is a roistering, rol- 
licking dervish that is only 
slowed and subdued by Clear- 
water Dam. After the water is 
released from its placid lake 
prison it once more assumes 
its speedy, twisting course as 
it passes Granite Bend and 
Rolling Shoals and on past 
Keener Spring. 

At this junction, or there- 

, abouts, smallmouth water stops 
and “lineside’ largemouth 
water begins. The river moves 
sedately on past Poplar Bluff 
and down through Butler coun- 
ty and begins to resemble a 
stream of the deep South. As 
you float past Dead Rabbit and 
Iron Gate before coming to the 
Arkansas line you will per- 
haps see huge alligator gars 
breaking water at Hog Eddy. 
And you realize that the river 
pioneers had a flair for words 
when they used such fanciful 
names for the river landmarks.

The ace of 
spades and three good clubs ac- 
counted for the last four tricks 
and a 1430-point score. 

Ordinarily, declarer uses dum- 
my’s trumps to ruff his losers, 
but in dummy reversal hands, 
dummy’s losers are ruffed by 
declarer. Schleifer’s course of 
play netted him six trump 
tricks, five clubs and a spade.

The school of action 
painters, of which Jackson 
Pollock was probably the 
grandfather, has moved on 
and now the act of paint- 
ing is more important than 
the painting itself. There 
is also a great interest in 
the amount of time it 
takes to produce a work 
of art, and it seems the 


less time it takes to paint a masterpiece the more pride the 
artist takes in his work. 


ART BUCHWALD 


Among the more famous of the action painters is 
Georges Mathieu, who sometimes paints while riding 
a bicycle and on occasion will paint his entire show 
on the spot. Mathieu’s paintings fetch very high 
prices. Once he had a show in New York that was 
completely sold out. He still had a day more to stay 
in New York, so he painted another show. 


Another action painter, Kujawski, paints 10 pictures at a 
time, and a German painter named Sondorborg, instead of 
giving titles to his paintings, marks down the time it took 
him to paint them. His best time was 15 minutes—his slow- 
est time three-quarters of an hour. 


A Greek artist named Tsingos probably holds the record 
and is noted for doing 20 paintings in an evening. But Miss 
Clert said: ‘‘Only two are masterpieces. The rest he had 
to throw away.” 


The artists living in Paris are constantly finding new ways 
to express themselves on canvas. Yves Kline has reached 
the zenith in his use of nude models, First he decorates his 
model with paint and then asks her to press herself across 
the canvas. The impressions left by the model constitute the 
painting. 

There are also new things going on in sculpture alj the 
time, and it’s hard to keep up with them. A Frenchman 
named Cesar is earning a living by taking old cars and 
crushing them with giant presses. The results have been ex- 


hibited as sculpture and several museums have purchased 
them. 


Junk, the stuff you throw away, rather than what some 
artists smoke, has also brought success to another sculptor 
named Arman. Arman recently had an exhibit at the Clert 
Gallary in which different kinds of junk were placed in glass 
bowls—one work of art was a fishbowl filled with broken 
electric razors, another was filled with toy pistols and a third 
with old alarm clocks. One that never sold but is very beau- 
tiful, according to Miss Clert, is a bowl of false teeth. ‘‘The 
colors, pink and white,’’ she said, ‘‘make a beautiful design.” 

To launch the exhibit Miss Clert ordered two truckloads 
of junk with which she filled her gallery to the ceiling. There 
was just enough room in the gallery for people to walk around 
and look at it. Arman spent two nights rearranging the junk, 
which Miss Clert thought was a mistake, “It was much more 
beautiful,” she told us, ‘‘just the way the junkmen had left it.” 


Among Miss Clert’s favorites is an Italian artist named 
Fontana, who invented the ‘“‘space movement.” Instead of 
putting paint on, Fontana takes a knife and makes large in- 
cisions in the canvas. For cutting up a canvas Fontana gets 
as much as $1000 a masterpiece. 


Enrico Baj, another Italian, prefers to use cracked mirrors 
in his paintings. One of his most famous pictures was a por- 
trait of a general on which he stuck real medals he had bought 
at.the Flea Market, 


Miss Clert has a sense of humor about her new 
wave of “artists.” ‘““They’re all crazy,” she said, “and 
while they’re like the Dadaists, there is one basic dif- 
ference. Dadaism was a movement against art and it 
didn’t sell. These people can sell almost anything 
they do. Today to be nuts is to be commercial.” 


But there are limits even for Miss Clert. Recently a young 
fellow came in with a white balloon in a box and said he had 
invented ‘“‘pneumatic sculpture’? which could be sent through 
the mail. 

Miss Clert asked him what made the balloon a work of art, 
and the young man said indignantly, ‘‘My breath.”

SCARCELY SIX YEARS AGO, 
a 3i-vear-old United States Sen- 
ator lay in critical condition in 
a New York hospital. Pri 
had given the last rites 
Catholic church 
nedy. 

Today he is President of the 
United States. He plays golf and 
swims. His daily pace of activity 
continues to amaze men younger 
than the 43-year-old Chief Execu- 
tive, 

But, in the fall of 1954, Mr. 
Kennedy was confined to a 
wheelchair and crutches. He had 
undergone an operation for metal 
plate spinal fusion. A staphylo- 
coccus infection had set in 
around ‘the plate. 

Three times he was placed on 
the critical list, during which 
period a number of doctors 
worked on his case. 

Mr. Kennedy had a second op- 
eration to remove the plate and, 
following this, in the spring of 
1955 a woman physician was 
called in by the orthopedic sur- 
geon to give medical treatment 
for rehabilitation after surgery. 

She was Dr. Janet Travell, 
who was selected last Thursday 
as. Mr. Kennedys White House 
physician, 

She looked like a grandmother, 
which in fact she was. She had 
silver hair and a soft voice. 
But she also had ideas on how 
to cure this disabled, but 
young, man—and she had an 
amazing history of rehabilitating 
seriously crippled patients. 


Of this period in the Presi- 
dent’s life, all that Dr. Travell 
has said is: ‘‘He got well while 
he was under my care.” 

Members of the Kennedy fam- 
ily, however, have quoted the 
President as saying he feels 
that, but for Dr. Travell, his 
career—perhaps his very life— 
would have been in grave 
jeopardy. 

At infrequent intervals over 
the five years, 1955-60, Dr. Tra- 
vell was called upon to minister 
to the Senator from Massachu- 
setts. 

Just prior to the Democratic 
National Convention at Los 
Angeles last July, Dr. Travell 
and Dr. Eugene Cohen of New 
York sent a letter to Mr. Ken- 
nedy asserting their considered 
opinion that his health and 
stamina were more than ade- 
quate for the requirements of 
the job he sought—the presi- 
dency. 

After his election, at the re- 
quest of the Secret Service, she 
made several trips with Mr. 
Kennedy. 

Still, so withdrawn from the 
public eye had she remained 
that on a November trip to 
Palm Beach, Fla., with the 
President-elect— the night his 
son was born—she was barred 
from the Kennedy vacation resi- 
dence by a Secret Service man. 


Mr. Kennedy got word on 
landing in Florida that his wife 
was about to give birth to their 
second child. He immediately 
took a return plane to Wash- 
ington. Dr. Travell headed for 
the beach home. 


The Secret Service guard 
didn’t recognize the midnight 
visitor as Mr. Kennedy’s physi- 
cian and, worse still, her ‘‘letter 
of introduction” was flying back 
to the nation’s capital. 

The doctor suggested that the 
reluctant . guardian might as 
well wake someone in the house, 
“Because they’ll be awakened 
soon, anyway,” when news of 
the birth reached them. 

Inside, a telephone rang. A 
few minutes later, another Ken- 
nedy brother, Ted, stood in the 
doorway and said: ‘‘Dr. Travell, 
what are you doing out here... 
come in.”’ 

With those words, the hand- 
some, 59-year-old woman physi- 
cian entereg the public eye, Un- 
til then, inspite of having sent 
dozens of persons from beds, 
wheelchairs and crutches back 
to active, normal lives, she had 
been virtually unknown to the 
general public—or even to the 
Kennedy press corps, 


This, then, is the story of 
the new President’s personal 
physician, She is a woman of 
many facets: Mother, grand- 
mother, homemaker, athlete, 
warm friend and extremely 
capable physician, In short, a 
remarkable human being. 

Dr. Travell gave up more 
than 30 years of medical prac- 
tice in New York City to as- 
sume her new position. She 
is the first woman to fill the 
post and the first civilian to 
hold the job since the Harding 
Administration, 


She wil] resign a dual appoint- 
ment as associate professor of 
clinical pharmacology on the 
f-culty of Cornell University 
medical college and as a mem- 
ber of the clinical staff of the 
Department of Medicine of New 
York Hospital. 

A brilliant undergraduate stu- 
dent at Wellesley College, she 
went on to become a distin- 
guished student in the same med- 
ical college where she now lec- 
tures. She served two years’ in- 
ternship and residency at New 
York Hospital, ending Jan. 1, 
1929, during which she handled 
a variety of emergencies as am-

Her New York City office is on 
the ground level of the former 
Travell family residence in the 
old Washington Square section of 
lower Fifth avenue where she 
was born and raised. It is a 
quaint, walnut paneled series of 
rooms with marble fireplaces 
that are in comfortable contrast 
to the modern appointments at 
New York Hospital. 

Professional ethics decry list- 
ing persons she has helped. But 
it is a matter of public record 
that Senator Barry Goldwater, 
(Rep.), Arizona, has said he is 
her patient. It was the then- 
Senator Kennedy who referred 
Goldwater to her. 

Goldwater has credited her 
with restoring full use of an arm 
that had been incapacitated by 
muscle spasm. 

Informed of this remark, the 
doctor quipped with a twinkle in 
her eye that “‘you see, I’m non- 
partisan."’ Goldwater, a leader 
of the conservative wing of the 
Republican party, has been an 
outspoken political opponent of 
many Kennedy programs. 

Not just the prominent and the 
wealthy have benefitted from her 
ministrations. Countless victims 
of muscular trou ble incurred 
from illness, athletics and acci- 
dents have been put back in ac- 
tion under her care. They in- 
clude this correspondent and 
members of his family. 

In her philosophy on physical 
fitness, she is closely aligned 
with the President. Mr. Kennedy

and, although bothered by a 
variety of ailments over the 
years, he continues to be active 
in athletics. 


Her prescription for longev- 
ity calls for regular, health- 
ful exercise, in moderation 
and suited to the needs and 
abilities of the individual. 

An advocate of “exercise 
from the cradle to the grave,” 
she has cautioned patients, 
however, that ‘“‘over-exercise 
is almost as bad as no exer- 
cise at all.’’ She thinks people 
often can take a lot more 
strenuous exercise than they 
have been led to believe. 

And she practices what she 
preaches, 


A tennis player of tournament 
caliber in her college days, she 
twice won in later days the coun- 
try club women’s singles title in 
her hometown of Pelham, N. Y. 

In the most recent of these 
tournament winning efforts, 
about 10 years ago, Dr. Travell, 
then in her late 40s, suffered a 
severe “pulled muscle” in the 
calf of one leg. The injury would 
have ended the day’s tennis for 
most players. But she took time 
out to treat the injury with an 
injection of procaine, returned 
to the court and won the decid- 
ing set of the final match, 
against a woman 20 years her 
junior. 

She also is a fine swimmer 
and an accomplished horseback 
rider, 

A classmate at Cornell com- 
mented that “if the new Presi- 
dent likes to walk as much as 
(former President) Harry Tru- 
man, the doctor won’t have any 
trouble keeping up.” 

A favorite prescription of ex- 
ercise for the aged and infirm 
is her selection of the rocking 
chair. She thinks such seden- 
tary exercise is an effective 
form of mild muscular activity, 
especially suited to the elderly, 
but also for all ages. 

In treating acute muscle 
spasm—such as she suffered on 
the tennis court a few years 
ego and which troubled Gold- 
water—she uses a combination 
of procaine injections and- vapo- 
coolant surface spray. 

The technique once was re- 
garded as unorthodox but now 
has the sanction of publication 
in leading medical journals. The 
procaine injection treatment was 
introduced in Europe during the 
1920s—about the time the Presi- 
dent was born—by Rene Leriche, 
a French neurosurgeon, and 
others. It is similar, in some 
respects, to an ancient Chinese 
treatment called ‘“‘acupuncture.” 

To get a permanent cure, she 
believes that the basic causes

Joseph’ G. Molner, M.D. 
Is Insanity Hereditary? 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Please write about insanity. I have 
asked two doctors if it can be passed on from generation to 
generation. While one said no, the other said certain strains 
‘can be, 

If certain strains can be passed on, then it is definitely 
hereditary —true? I am confused as to what to believe. 

J.W, 


WHY DO YOU HAVE to believe either answer to be defi- 
nitely correct? I don’t. 

Your question suggests that you think of “insanity” as a 
single disease, but perhaps with different ‘‘strains.” . 

Let’s see where we get if we look at it from a different 
viewpoint, Let’s call it mental illness, or emotional illness. 
Those terms are much more descriptive. 

Now let’s change your question a bit. Suppose you asked 
a doctor, ‘‘Is illness hereditary?” His answer might well be: 
*“‘In some cases, yes. In other cases, there may be a tendency 
which is inherited, but the disease itself is not, And in still 
other cases heredity is not a factor at all.” 


It’s the same, apparently, with mental illness. 
A baby may be born with a limited ability to with- 
stand emotional stress, If he lives a life in which he 
can feel useful and happy, he will not become men- 
tally ill. Yet subjected to too much emotional stress, 
he may break down. 


Frustration, anxiety, suppressed fear, continued feelings 
of inadequacy—these are the sort of corrosive emotions which 
seem to bring on mental illness. When the individual no 
longer can tolerate his emotional miseries, he takes refuge in 
some form of mental illness. 

There are examples in many hospitals of patients who 
behave perfectly normally, as long as they are in the safe, 
eomfortable environment of the institutions, But when they 
are released, and have to start meeting the day-to-day deci- 
sions of ordinary living, they break down and have to return, 

Have I suggested a little different way of looking at 
“insanity”? I hope so, for it is only when we begin to think 
in. such terms that we can understand a great deal that is 
being done in the treatment of emotional illness. 

I grant that there is much we do not yet know about men- 
tal illness. In view of recent studies, it is wholly believable 
that the physical characteristics of the nervous system, or the 
chemistry of the body, may prove to be very important. 


Yet even if all this is proved, and becomes very useful, 


it will not change the basic fact that a person becomes “‘emo- 
tionally ill’ when the pressures upon him or within him 
become greater than he can tolerate,

Some of the true stars (but 
only a tiny fraction of them) 
are less than 50 light years from 
our solar system.
